SUCCESSFULLY OPERATED. 

Many business and social messages were sent 
and received through the apparatus in the car. 
F. H. Tubbs of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company received, on the returning journey, 
an unexpected business message. All mess- 
ages going and coming had to find their centre 
in Wadsworth, which, being the only equipped 
station between Chicago and Milwaukee, was 
the half-way house from which all messages 
were sent to other points when received from 
the train or vice versa. 

C. W. Wallis, of Cogswell & Wallis, jewelers, 
Chicago, sent to Milwaukee a dispatch which 
told the authorities at the Piankinton House 
“to open a bottle 
when the train got in, 
duly acknowledged. Dispatches purporting to 
come from Carter Harrison, Eugene Crowell, 
and others arrived quietly over the line, while 
the following which was dispatched by Tus 
TRIBUNE reporter at noon duly reached the 
city editor: 

Our train is running at usual speed, with a full- 
fledged telegraph office on board. Business and 
social telegrams are being sent and received.

The Difficulties with Which the Order Has 
Had to Contend Heretofore—New Rules 
That Will Avert Much Trouble—How the 
Organization Will Be Effected—Strength 
of the Combination. 


Ever since the opening of the strike at the 
Maxwell box factory there bas been a growing 
dissatisfaction among the leading members of 
the Knights of Labor in this city with the con- 
dition of their order here: The Maxwell strike 
was the first strike chargeable to the Knights 
for the year, and being folluwed closely by the 
McCormick jockout, which was a mixed affair 
between the order and the trades-unions, the 
necessity for a more conservative management 
of labor questions became pressing, resulting in 
& movement of great import to the laboring 
classes of the city as well as to the manufact- 
urers. Itis the consolidation of the two District 
Assemblies and a complete overhauling of the 
rules of the order governing strikes. 

There was originally only one District A8 
sembly in the county, which was or 
ganized some seven years ago and 
numbered twénty-four. That was in 
the early days of the order, and there 
were but five local assemblies, with a small 
membership. Owing to the fact that the field 
was already occupied, apparently, by the trades- 
unions, the growth of the order was slow, and, 
in fact, it has not yet attained anything near 
the strength here that it has elsewhere. After 
running on about four years some dissatisfac- 
tion in the southwestern portion of the city 
resulted in the division of the forces by 
the organization of District Assemoly No. 
57, whose main strength lies in the Fifth, Sixth, 
and Seventh Wards. Its piace of meeting is 
No. 2526 South Halsted street. The member- 
ship is about 5,000, divided into twenty-six 
local assemblies. District Assembly No, 24 nas 
about the same membership, and meets at No. 
106 Randolph street, most of its members re- 
siding on the Northwest and North Bides. 


STRENGTHENING THEIR ORGANIZATION. 

The movement for consolidation of the two 
has been kept very quiet until it has been for- 
mally adopted, to which end the more conser- 
vative leaders have been actively working for 
some weeks. Last Sunday a proposition to 
that effect was unanimously adopted by No. 
57, and at its meeting last evening No. 24 fol- 
lowed the same course. The Executive Board 
of the consolidated assembly will prob- 
ably be increased from five—the present 
number—to seven members, and the 
safeguards against unwise or untimely strikes 
will be greatly strongthened. All grievances 
must be referred to and examined by tha Ex- 
ecutive Board before a local assembiy can go 
out. In cases where an assembly strikes with- 
out the action or the consent of the Executive 
Board it torfeits all claims to the assistance or 
backing of the order in its troubles. 
it is believed, will save the Knights 
from a repetition of unwise movements on the 
part of local assemblies, which, when taken, 
are extremely difficult of correction, and at the 
same time involve the order in considerable 
expense and trouble coupled with the odium of 
holding to unreasonable demands. It will also 
relieve the Boycotting Board of a good part of 
ite labors, and do away to a _ consider- 
able extent with the danger of the abuse 
of that means of warfare, which is now 
perhaps the chief fear of the more level-head- 
ed leaders of the labor movement in the city. 
The successful issue of the two boycottmg 
measures lately carried through, the one 
against the shoe manufacturers and the sec- 
ond against Maxwell Bros., bas made the order 
doubly liable to excess in the use of the boy- 
cott, and its unifica will, it is thought, 
avert the die extent; as a 
District Assembly composed of delegates 
from over che country will be much less liable 
to act ill-advisediy than a sectional assembly 
located in the midst of the trouble and person- 
ally sympathizing with the men. 

The result of the two boycotts on the mem- 
bersbip of the Knights, however, has been 
very marked. After the surrender of the shoe 
manufacturers the new members came 
flocking in by aroves, and nearly every 
local assembly in the city has been 
looking for larger balis, and those which have 
met since the settlement of the Maxwell trouble 
have each had from twenty to 100 applicants. 
By the oraer of the General Executive Board 
the chartering of new assemblies was suspend- 
ed for forty days, so that the order might be 
kept under control, and as a consequence no 
new assemblies have been formed, but at the 
expiration of that period the number will be

in getting new assem biies into shape. 

Doubtless some rules governing_the length 
of time a local assembly must have been or- 
ganized and in good standing before it can cail 
on the order for assistance in case of trouble 
will also be adopted by the consolidated 
District Assembly. Numerous instances bave 
occurred in which local assemblies have been 
hastily formed before an impending strike and 
the order forced to take up the burden of the 
battle, and, us soon as it was over, the assem- 
blies have dropped out of active membership. 
A resolution to the same effect bas beer pre- 
pared for introduction in the Trades Assembly 
tomorrow. It provides that any labor organ- 
ization asking for codperation on the part 
of the assembly must have had del- 
egates present at least three months prior 
to the application. The only boycotts of the 
Trades Assembly dave been issued in in- 
stances where the organizations asking for the 
boycott bad sent delegates simply for that one 
end, and when it had been attained they have 
at once given up their membership. 

tion of the two assem- 
blies will also place the more con- 
servative men in the foreground, with the 
result of lessening labor troubles materially. 
Heretofore the major portion of the conserva- 
tive element has been in No. 24, while No. 57 
bas deen left to practically care for itself. A 
deal of bungling has been done in consequence 
along the “ Biack road.“ With the new order 
of things matters will take a better shape. and 
such doubtful affairs as the McCormick lock- 
out will be averted in the future. 

It will be tound,“ said a leading Knight last 
evening speaking of the movement, that 
labor matters here wherever the Knights are 
concerned will take a more stable and healthier 
basis, and that strikes where they are engaged 
will become gratifyingiy rare.“ 


THE EIGHT-HOUR SYSTEM. 


Charles W. Allen & Co. Will Pay Ten-Hour 
Wages for Eight Hours’ Work. 

Mr. Charles W. Allen of the Charles W. Al- 
len Tobacco Company, at the corner of Canal 
and Monroe streets, was seen yesterday at his 
office. He said that the firm nad yesterday 
voluntarily adopted the eight-hour system, pay- 
ing ten hours’ wages for aday’s work. The 
firm thought the eight-hour movement would 
be adopted sooner or later, and they decided to 
adopt the system now. They had not con- 
sulted any other tobacco manufacturers on the 
subject and didn’t know whether they would 
do likewise or not. The company's employés 
belong to né union. Between 300 and 400 are 
employed, about one-third of which work 


by the piece. These, the company 
claims, would lose no wages, but 
gain two bours’ work, as they 


have only been working about eight hours per 
day heretofore. The men workimg by the piece 
and working eight bours can earn as much 
money as those who work by the day at ten 
hours, because those working by the day would 
be apt to waste time, while a piece-worker 
would not. Mr, Alien said that there was no 
ciséatisfaction or opposition expressed by their 
employés in regard to their adopting the new 
system, and be was confident they were satis- 
fied. The piece-hands at present are making 
big wages. About one-third of the empioyés 


are females, and they are almost equally d- 


vided among the two classes—day-workers and 
piece-workers. They earn about the same 
wages as their male colaborers, and some of 
the girls bea: the men all hollow on account of 
their nimble fingers. |

DRAKE WILL NOT RUN. 


An Additional and More Refusal 
‘to Be a i South Town 
Assessorship. 

Mr. Frank Drake, South Town Assessor. 


yesterday reiterated to a TRIBUNE reporter bis 
resolve not to be a candidate before the com- 
ing convention for that position. He wasequal- 
ly emphatic in saying that he would not accept 
the position. were it tendered to him bya 
unanimous vote of the ‘convention. “I have 
now served as Assessor for the South Town sev- 
en years,” be said, “and the last three years 
against my well-known desires and protests 
that I did not want the position; but 
friends prevailed upon me each term to 
accept it. Iam urged to accept it once more, 
but I cannot do it. The salary is inadequate 

for the duties and responsibilities demanded, 

and I cannot afford to hold it to the neglect of 
other matters.“ 

“ What is the legal salary of the office, Mr. 
Drake!“ 

„Woll, any compensation fixed upon by the 
auditors would be legal. The State law says that 
the Assessor shall receive $2.50 per day while 
on duty, but it does not say that that shall be 
the limit of his compensation. I have been 
allowed about $5 a day or $1,500 a year, but it 
is not enough, and I would not again occupy 
the position for that sum.” 

“On the supposition that the salary wo uld 
be increased, would you accept the nomuna- 
tion?” ä 

“Possibly I might, but the increase would 
be dependent on others. The South Side As 
sessor has always been underpaid, while his 
duties are more onerous than those of the 
Other sides. He has immense corporations, 
banks, and other large interests todeal with, 
who will warmly dispute the justice of nis as- 


sessments and closely watch his actions in 
Other cases. He has to start out with the 
determination to be firm as weil as equitable, 
and then maintain bis views and position. In 
the North and West Sides the assessments, in 
numberless instances, are relatively small, and 
the kicking is less persistent and pronounced. 
And although this is the case the Commission- 
ers allow bim only about one-half the compen- 
sation given to che North and West Side As- 
sessors. The salary of each of these is $3,000 
a year, and one year they were allowed $3,500.”

Conductor Danforth’s Queer Find—An En- 
tirely New Theory as to the Movements 
of the Murderers Now Being Worked 
Upon the Detectives — Humphreys 


and Aen. 


A person connected with a local detective 
agency yesterday furnished a reporter for Taz 
TRIBUNE witb the following facts ip connection 
with the train robbery which have not yet been 
made public: On one of the passenger coxvehes 
of an incoming train of the Chicago, Kock Isl- 
and & Pacific Railroad which arrived in this 
city last Sunday morning was found a medium- 
sized valise, which was concealed in one of the 
retiring rooms of the car. Attached to the 
valise, which was locked and had a large knife- 
cut in the side, was found the torn piece of a 
note, issued by some bank, the torn piece bear- 
ing the letters ars,“ the note having evident- 
ly been so torn, accidentally, as to tear through 
the word dollars.“ Conductor - Danforth, 
who made the discovery, kept the piece of 
paper, and on arriving in Chicago threw away 
the satchel, it being of cheap manufacture and 
practically valueless on account of having been 
out. He turned over the piece of paper to 
officials of the Rock Island Road, and informed 
them of the circumstances under which ne 
found it. He was instructed to search for the 
satchel, which he did, and also gave it to the 
railroad officials. . 

When the car containing the safe in which 
the robbery was committed returned to Chi- 
cago from its run to Kansas City it was closely 
examined and a small bunch of notes was 
found, one of which was torn. When the torn 
piece which Conductor Danforth found was 
fitted to the former piece discovered iu the 
exprese-car they were found to fit exactly and 
the letters doll corresponded exactly, both 
in writing and position, with the letters ars 
on the piece of the note found in the satchel. 
A portion of the word “cashier,” which was 
torn through, and one part of which was on 
each pieve of the torn note, also fitted exactly. 


All these pieces of evidence were taken charge 
of by Pinkerton detectives. 


THREE MEN IN A DOCTOR’S OFFICE. 

The next clew to the identity of the robbers 
is found in the fact that last Monday morning 
three men entered a doctor’s office in St. Louis, 
one of whom bad his shoulder broken. He 
briefly explained that be had fallen off a train 
and devired surgical attendance, and while his 
jnjuries were being attended to his com panions 
remained in an obscure partor the room. The 
injured man had several bruises about the 
bead and face. Before the three men left the 
Office a friend of the doctor entered the room. 
Alter they had left the friend suggested that 
the men migbt be the persons who had robbed 
the Rock Island train and murdered Kellogg 
Nichols. The doctor at once coincided with 
this opinion and immediately notified the St. 
Louis police, who in turn telegraphed the 
faets to Chicago officials. 

Still another ciew is the finding of the bloody 
shirt wrapped up ina piece of yellow paper 
under the culvert near Chillicothe. On the 
tag of this shirt is the word Morris.“ In the 
neck ot the shirt is a large knife-cut, as if the 
person wearing it bad received a severe stab. 
That this shirt is at present in the possession 
of the Pinkerton Detective Agency ia this city 
is a fact positively known. 

A NEW THEORY OF THEIR MOVEMENTS. 

From these facts the following theory in re- 
gard to the movements of the robbers and 
murderers after committing the deed is well 
borne out, one of the murderers having per- 
baps received a knife-cut in the shoulder from 
Nichols before he was killed: On completing 
the robbery the men hastily put the cash in a 
sack, after quitkly tearing open the packages 
we — sticking to the 
jumped from the train. Here one of them 
broke bis shoulder. They then made their way 
to Chillicothe, and while the one with the 
bloody shirt remained under the culvert, not 
daring to be seen in the town in his condidon 
at that time, his companion went to a store, 
purchased the sgtchel and a shirt and possibiy 
a new coat, the satchel to be used for contain- 
ing the money packages instead of the sack, 
not bemg likely to attractso much attention. 
The wounded man then took off his bloody 
shirt, and, wrapping it up in paper, so that the 
bioody garment would not be seen by chance 
passers-by, put on the new shirt. They then 
boarded a passing Rock Island train Saturday 
night, returned to Joliet, and secluded them- 
sel ves in the retiring-room of the car, where 
they began to make auother examination of 
their plunder. Each package of money was 
divided among them, the torn piece of 
paper containmg the letters “ars” not dem 
heeded, and sticking to the satchel, which was 
cut open owing to the difficulty of unlocking 
it. It was then jammed into a convenient re- 
ceptacie, where it was found by Conductor Dan- 
forth, the robbers fearing to be seen with the 
satchel, owing to the fact that the people in the 
vicinity of Joliet might want to examine its 
contents. They left the train at the first oppor- 
tunity, and took the most availabie means of 
reaching St. Louis unobserved, where they 
sought a doctor Monday morning as stated, 

“ TEXAS” TURNS HIMSELF UP. 

An incident which ocourred yesterday, and 
which in some of its aspects was ludicrous, 
disposes of the other suspicion that a 80 
described desperado known as “ Texas” bad 
anything to do with . Like Humphreys, 
„Texas had been too bard at work to read 
the papers, and therefore did not know untd 
this morning that he was suspected. About 
noon he rushed into Chief Ebersold's office and 
said, * I undersand you want me for murder: 
here I am.“ 

“ Who are you?” asked the Chief. 

“Tam Texas. They say 1 murdered an 
expressman, and I would like to catch the —— 
that started the story.“ 

The Chief, somewhat astonished, sent for 
Lieut. Shea, who, after a talk with * Texas,” 
smilingly told bim that he didn’t want him. If 
he wanted to be arrested and incarcerated for 
the Morris murder he must go to Pinkerton. 
And there the Lieutenant sent him with an offi- 
cer. Neither did Pinkerton want him, and 
„ Texas is now looking for the miniature and 
immature Hawksbaw who made bim a cowboy, 
a porse-thief on the Western plains, an express 
robber, and a murderer. 

Chief of Detectives Shea yesterday ordered a 
telegram sent to the authorities at Grape Creek, 
III., requesting them to arrest Mike Humphreys 
if he 1s still there on a charge of larceny, 
hold him until an officer could be sent from 
Chicago to bring bim to this city.

The committee of the New York Senate 
who have been investigating the sale of the 
Broadway street-railway privilege to Jake 
Sharp have done good service. They have 
shown that the scheme itself was rotten and 
corrupt all through and that its projectors 
were a gang of sharpers. They have shown 
that the taxpayers were fleeced out of mill- 
ions by the conspiracy of these sharpers and 
the Aldermen. They have shown that one 
of these Aldermen received a bribe of $20,000 
and has been a receiver of stolen goods, act- 
ing as a fence.for burglars, for several years 
past, and this one is in the clutches of the law. 
They have shown that half a dozen more— 
several of whom have skipped to Florida for 
their health—-who were worth nothing prior 
to the passage ot the Broadway franchise in 
August, 1884, are now capitalists, with thou- 
sands of dollars invested in houses and lands, 
and have also enriched their relatives. The 
case of Dempsey, who was a house-painter 
earning $700 when he was elected, and be- 
fore his one-year term had expired had in- 
vested $60,000 and set up two or three hand- 
some establishments for his family, is not a 
single instance.

The wonder of itis that we allow 
such a board to remain in existen That we 
should not only allow it, but should actualiy 
put in their hands the power of selling for their 
own private advantage railway franchises 
worth millions of dollars, is not merely a won- 
der, but a disgrace. Of course they will sell 
out,“ but that they do it is not so much their 
fault as the fault of the pullic in giying them 
the opportunity. 

Is there not a word of warning in all this 

to the taxpayers of Chicago? The Common 
Council of this city has not yet reached the 
standards of New York Aldermanic rastal- 
ity, but is it due to any other reason than that 
the opportunities for plunder are not so nu- 
merous or profitable? It is only a question 
of time, however. As the city grows larger 
and wealthier these opportunities will be 
found unless some check is put upon the 
corrupt business. For a half dozen years 
past the Council gang has been growing 
bolder and bolder in levying blackmail on 
corporations and in controlling the po- 
lice and Justices so as to cover up 
its depredations. Now is the time for 
the taxpayers to commence the work of 
reform. It will be easier now than it will 
be next spring. The complexion of the next 
Council will be determined in April. Is 
there any more important duty than to 
scrutinize the record of every candidate, to 
vote down the perpetual Aldermen, and to 
send to the new Council men who are honest 
and incorruptible? If there is any failure 
to do this, if taxpayers neglect their duty be- 
cause it is an off election, they will have 
no right tocomplain, however badly they may 
be fleeced. It is folly to send rascals to the 
Council and then expect they are going to be 
hovest. 


SEASONABLE ACTIVITY AND UN. 
SEASONABLE ACTION, | 

Spring weather has arrived this year at an 
earlier date than usual; and the effect is 
marked—if not so great that it may be called 
electrical. A few days of sunshine, untram- 
meled by icy winds from the North, have 
loosened the bands of winter and let the veg- 
etable world start-into new life. It will be 
strange if we do not experience a little lower 
temperature before the spring-tide is upon 
us in all its fullness as the precursor of sum- 
mer; but the winter has departed. No big 
accumulations of ice and snow remain to oc- 
cupy weeks in the melting and chill the sur- 
rounding air by the abstraction of the heat 
necessary to reduce them to the liquid form. 
Even the ice in the far north Straits 
of Mackinac is thinned and honeycombed to 
the point where a very little more of wind 
and moisture will cause it to yield its domin- 
ion of the great waterway and permit lake 
navigation to be resumed. The veterans of 
the lake service, who have closely watched 
for the signs of breaking up in many past 
seasons, say that the straits may be found 
open at almost any moment, and feel war- 
ranted in predicting that the event will oecur 
not much less than a month earlier than the 
last week in April, which is almost the aver- 
age of former years. Further south the wel- 
come flood of sunshine is effacing the re- 
' sults of the heavy winter frosts, and is 
trebly welcome, as it shows that the fears of 
widespread damage to result from them are 
not to be realized. 

The effect of this is apparent in many ave- 
nues of industry. H of men are em- 
ployed in preparing to move out, who 
ordinarily would have little to do till several |

oning—no hitch in the program. 


That set-back may come from the action of the 


trades-unions themselves—the very element 


which is most deeply interested in seeing the 
activity fostered and increased instead of being 


discouraged by the wet blanket ot a demand for 
conditions that will place employers at a dis- 
advantage greater than they will care to face. 
The Knights’ ” demonstration, which many 
anticipate, would prove especially disastrous 
if it should turn out that aconsiderable part 
of the present activity is really due to a de- 
sire to prepare for a possible suspension of 
work and a still more probable advance in 
prices in the event of the eight-hour demand 
being a ‘‘syccess.” We know of some who 
are.laying in supplies on this hypothesis, and 
the number of persons who are doing so may 
be very much greater than the leaders in 
the eight-hour movement have any idea 
of. This is a point that will well bear 
to be considered by those who argue from 
present appearances that the season has set 
in with an impetus sufficient to overcome the 
force of any such retarding influence as may 
be offered by a strike for fewer hours. and 
the inevitable rise in prices of commodities 
and cost of living that mustensue. If the 
advocates of the movement would reflect on 
this they might see their interest to lie in a 
different direction to that in which they are 
now looking for relief from the burdens they 
bear, If they could once appreciate the fact 
that the lying idle of capital in business 20 
percent of the time that it is now active in 
reproduction would appreciate the general 
average of prices and expense of living fully 
10 per cent, in addition to the expected in- 
crease in the cost of labor, they would hesi- 
tate and reflect before committing themselves 
to the advocacy of a measure fraught with so 
much certain loss, and possible injury, to the 
whole body politic. But it is not likely that 
anything the press can say will have the 
slightest admonitory effect.

SHARP BIG MONEY. 

The plum of $20,000 which was paid to 
Ald: Jaehne for his vote for granting the 
franchise to the Broadway Surface Railway 
Company, after the resolution had been 
vetoed by the Mayor, will strike our own 
ringsters and perpetual Aldermen with sur- 
prise and envy, nodoubt; but they should re- 
member that New York is a larger and 
wealthier city, and that corporations 
there are able to come down more 
handsomely, as their privileges are worth 
more to them. There are not 80 
many valuable railway franchises here, in- 
volving millions of dollars, which Aldermen 
can dispose of for their private advantage. 
Again it must be remembered that while the 
Chieago Common Council has a formidable 
quota of corruptionists, it has a saving 
remnant. The New York Board is so unani- 
mous a pack of thieves that they can demand 
what they please and levy tolls on the com- 
munity with all the audacity of a mob of 
road-agents attacking a defenseless coach- 
load of passengers. The New York Even- 
ing Post during the recent Aldermanic 
campaign printed a ‘voters’ directory.“ 
in which it was shown that out 
of the fifty*seven candidates more than 
half of them had no reputable occupa- 
tion, and that there was only one man out of 
the lot who could be relied upon to vote for 
‘the city’s interests and to stand out against 
corrupt jobs. The lonesomeness of that man 
in the den of rascality must be something re- 
markable. A Board of Aldermen made up 
of saloonkeepers, gamblers, receivers of 
stolen property, bummers, Sikeses and Fa- 
gins, with a single honest man, as powerless 
asa sheep in a flock of wolves, of course 
have no restraint upon their schemes of high- 
way robbery. They can levy their own price 
and collect it. 


THE RAILROADS AND THE KNIGHTS 
OF LABOR, 

In Tue Trrsune yesterday appeared the 
following report of a conference recently held 
between the representatives of leading rail- 
roads east of the Missouri River: 


The attitude lately assumed by the Knights 
of Labor has greatly alarmed the raiiroads east 
of the Missouri River, and they have arrived 
at the conclusion that jit is only a question of 
time when they will bave to contend against 
the same difficulties as are now preventing the 
Missouri Pacific system from carrying on its 
business. They find that at present they are 
not prepared to meet the combined strength 
of the Knights of Labor or resist their de- 
mands, and that in order to protect themseives 
they will nave to effect a combination of the 
various roads. With this end in view a meet- 
ins ot the Superintendents of the various roads 

within the territory of the Central Traffic Ae 

sociation (all roads east of the Mississippi 

River and west of the western termini of the 


trunk lines) was held in Cincinnati last Mon- 
day, and the present situation regarding im- 
pending labor troubles fully discussed. The 
opinion was unanimously expressed that the 
present situation is the most criticai since 
railroads first came into existence in this 
country, and that only united and harmonious 
action between all the railroads can prevent 
serious results. An organization was effected, 
and stated meetings will be held regularly in 
order to be able to meet any labor troubles that 
may arise within the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion territory by united ac tion. 

It must be apparent that the railroads are 
forming a defensive alliance solely to fight 
fire with fire. The roads could not by con- 
certed action force striking Knights of Labor 
to return to work at once or submit td ar- 
bitration, but by means of a combination they 
might make all struggles between the cor- 
porations and their employés contests of en- 
durance. No road would then be free to 
make terms with its employés and resume 
operations while the others were blocked, 
but all would have to stand together, and the 
united strength of the Knights of Labor 
would be opposed by the power of the 
leagued railroads. This would indeed make 
% battle of giants,” and when the com- 
batants meet armed to the teeth and pre- 
pared for a prolonged contest of idle- 
ness the business of the whole coun- 
try will have to be suspended until 
the social war ends with the subjugation of 
one party or the other. No stronger proof 
of the need of enforced arbitration in these 
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whose posts could not be easily sup 

they are well paid, have money ahead, anc 
could lay off for an indefinit period, When 
the railroads and their employés abandon 
arbitration and combine on both. sides to 
fight their quarrels to the bitter end they 
will de able to smite the business system of 
the country and put an embargo on commerce 
between the States. While 1,000,000 rail- 
road people were fighting out their conten- 
tions 59,000,000 others would be made to 
suffer enormous loss. 

The idea with the railroads is that by 
forcing the general public into the fight they 
can subdue their employés. The Knights of 
Labor adopt the same reasoning, but reach 
the opposit conclusion. Both propose to use 
the necessities of the public to gain their 
own ends. When the parties charged with 
the duty of operating and keeping open the 
railroad highways of the country enter into 
combinations to close these avenues of traffic, 
derange business, and expose the whole 
American people to fearful disorder and in- 
jury no further argument is needed to show 
the necessity of a conipulsory settlement of 
all disputes between common carriers and 
their employés. It is time for the law to de- 
clare that neither party to such contests 
shall use public necessities to force acom- 
pliance with its demands by throttling the 
lines of communication. 


GROWING SCARCITY OF GOLD IN 
EUROP. 

At the recent dividend meeting of the man- 
agers of the Bank of England bimetallism 
was a prominent subject for discussion and 
the statement was made that the stock of 
gold in Great Britain is 10,000,000 pounds 
sterling, or about $50,000,000 less than it 
was five yearsago. This certainly indicates 
acurrency constriction severe enough to ac- 
count for the growing agitation of the silver 
question in England, The same forces are 
at work in Germany and France. Comment- 
ing on the increasing scarcity of gold not 
simply in any one nation but in all civilized 
countries, the late conference of French 
bankers put forth the emphatic and striking 
declaration that the monetary question is 
everywhere the question of the day.“ It is 
the scarcity of gold which has forced this 
matter into such great prominence on both 
sides of the ocean. 

In the last number of the Edinburg Review 

there is a very exhaustive and searching in- 
quiry, into the present condition of the 
world’s gold supply—a paper more compre- 
hensiye than any recently published. The 
writer bases his calculations on the Treasury 
statistics of the United States, together with 
the estimates made by the experts Giffen and 
Goschen. The inquiry seeks to ascertain: 
(1) The amount of gold consumed in orna- 
ments and manufactures; (2) the amount 
needed to replace the loss on gold currency 
through abrasion and casualties; and also 
(8) to supply the new coinage required by 
the growth of population, trade, and wealth. 
The writer finds that in the nine years pre- 
vious to 1883 (the period which covers the re- 
sumption of specie payments in the 
United States and the demonetization of 
silver in Germany and Italy) there 
was an added demand for gold to take the 
place of silver, and as compared with the 
supply an actual deficit of gold amounting to 
the enormous sum of 247 millions sterling, 
an amount equal to a dozen years’ yield of 
all the gold mines in the world, The pro- 
duction during the nine years was 173, mill- 
ions and the combined demands catied for 
420 millions sterling. Of course a good part 
of this demand was exceptional in character, 
but it isshown with equal clearness that the 
supply of gold is falling far behind the ordi- 
nary and immediate needs of the world. 
Another feature of the calculation which will 
excite surprise in many quarters is the dec- 
laration that the yield of gold and silver to- 
gether is insufficient to supply the legitimate 
demand for the precious metals. The writer 
shows that the product of the gold and silver 
mines of the world is now falling short 
about $115,000,000 annually of the aniount 
which the experts declare necessary for the 
ordinary uses of society. If the estimates of 
the experts Giffen and Goschen are correct 
there seems to be no way to avoid this con- 
clusion. 

The Edinburg Review writer does not can- 
vass the probability of new mines being 
opened so as to increase the supply of the 
precious metals, but he takes the ground that 
the world has come to the close of a very 
memorable epoch” and that we are now at 
a turning-point in the world’s affairs such as 
has hardly before been experienced.” In his 
opinion the inflation era caused by gold dis- 
coveries in California and Australia has come 
to a close, and that even by the use of gold 
and silver both the world cannot escape an 
appreciation of monetary standards, A good 
part of his calculation is based merely on es- 
timates, but if his premises are correct in 
any reasonable degree there is ample ground 
for the assertion of the French bankers that 
“the monetary question is everywhere the 
question of the day.” 


Tue silver question has now reached that 
stage in England where it is to be set aside 
for formal consideration in Parliament. In 
the House of Commons bimetalJism will re- 
ceive the support of some of the ablest mem- 
bers. In his recent letter Cernuschi says 
France, Germany, and America are ready for 
the remonetization of silver and only waiting 
for England, but the movement is growing 
rapidly in Great Britain through the instru- 
mentality of the silver leagues” and under 
the leadership of men like Greenhow and 
Goschen. An encouraging indication in En- 
gland is the fact that they are grasping the 
ldea of using silver without forcing the meta 
itself into circulation, but by issuing pound 
notes to be redeemed in the same manner as 
gold and silver certificates are in this coun- 
try. The American certificate plan does 
away with the objections to silver on account 
of its weight and bulk. In this form silver 
is as convenient and portable as any other 
kind of money, and the European bimetallists 
have greatly strengthened themselves since 
they began the advocacy of the American 
idea” of issuing certificates or notes on de- 
posits of coin or bullion. 

Now, however, that the prospects for the 
international remonetization of silyer are 
better than they have been for years the 
goldbug press of this country is if possible 
a degree more rancorous in its hostility than 
ever. Instead of applauding the European 
moyement towards remonetization these 
papers do all in their power to belittle and 
discourage it. They have professed hereto- 
fore to oppose silver only because it was not 
in international use, and their crocodile tears 
were particularly copious after the failure of 
the Paris conference. lamented con- 
tinually that the desired result could not be 
brought about by this country alone, but 
would depend on concerted action with other 
leading nations, and they accordingly ‘wailed 
loudly over the perversity of England and 
Germany. But now they resort to every 
means to belittle the growing popular move 
ment in Europe toward an international 
agreement on the silver question. With one 
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» exceptions the New York and enti 
web ras are deplorably and shockingly devoted 
to the interests of the class which seeks to 
multiply the value of its credits at the ex- 
pense of the general welfare. The Eastern 
goldbug papers discredit the journalism of 
the country by their abject subserviency to 
the bond and mortgage holding classes. They 
reverse their arguments and change their 
positions from time to time, but always re- 
main the consistent organs of the money- 
lenders. 


Ir is now about three years since the for- 
mal exclusion of American pork products 
from Germany. The ostensible motive for 
shutting them out was a desire on the part 
of the German Government to prevent its 
subjects from being made victims to the 
much-dreaded trichina. It is only fair to 
presume that a sufficient time has elapsed 
since the edict went into force to have made 
disappear from that country any pork prod- 
uct that may have remained in stock April 
11, 1883. Hence we are obliged to conclude 
that the thirty or forty cases of trichiniasis 
now reported in Silesia, with the numerous 
others found in other parts of the Em- 
pire, have not resulted from the Sat- 
ing of American pork. It is also fair 
to assume that the dread trichina is 
parasitical to the German hog, and that the 
measure of exclusion was not wa. ranted by 
the facts in the case. This being so, it is no 
wonder that some parties connected with the 
export trade here have expressed themselves 
to the effect that they will ere long be per- 
mitted to resume the sending of our pork 
products into the dominions of the Kaiser, 
especially as the merchants and manufactur- 
ers of Berlin are said to view with alarm a 
recent proposal to resort in the United States 
to the lex talionis, 

Of course it is well known that the ex- 
clusion noted was in reality a protective 
measure, designed to enable the native grower 
of hogs to obtain better prices for his prop- 
erty than he could hope to do in competition 
with the hog product of the United States. 
It is also Known that the encouragement thus 
given to the home industry has resulted in a 
large development of that part of the live- 
stock interest, and that German hogs and 
meats have lately been offered in the English 
markets at less prices than the meats shipped 
from our ports. Looking at these facts, it 
does not appear probable that the 
authorities at Berlin will take any 
action that will prove to be much 
of a blessing to the trade here; though 
they may amend the terms of the 
law so as to make it less obnoxious verbally 
than it is now. The protests of the compara- 
tively few who dare to express a preference 
for free trade in meats in Germany will 
probably be as barren of results as were 
those made by parties in this country while 
the passage of the enactment was being agi- 
tated,

A CONFEDERATE version of the recent 
massacre of negroes at the Carrollton (Miss.) 
Court-House, after describing its prelimi- 
naries, says: 

Both parties opened fire, and a battle raged 
for several minutes. The men in the building, 
both white and biack, finding that there was no 
other escape, broke open the windows and 
leaped to the ground, a distance of twenty feet, 
the mob firing on the negroes as they jumped 
down. The room was completely filled with 
the smoke of the battle, the benobes and chairs 
were overturned and smashed, and the floor 
was covered with biood. The firing continued 
but a few minutes, but it was very severe 
while it lasted, and severai hundred shota were 
fired. When the firing from the negroes bad 
ceased and it was evident that all of them were 
kilied or had escaped, the mob sprang on their 
horses and rode away as quietly and mysteri- 
ousiy as they had come. 


This is the old, old story. The negroes, as 
usual, are to blame. They provoke the trouble. 
They assault the whites. The whites must 
defend themselves. Then ensues a terrible 
battle. Both sides blaze away until their 
ammunition is exhausted, and the battle 
ends, Will some one who has been a wit- 
ness of these terrible battles now explain 
why it is that no white man is ever injured 
in these bloody encounters? There were 
twenty-three negroes in that court-room. 
The assailing mob numbered one hundred. 
We are told the battle raged fiercely for a 
long time. When it was over, there were 
eleven negroes killed, nine wounded, one of 
whom has since died, and two escaped by 
jumping out of the windows. Of the one 
hundred white men not one received a 
scratch, They mounted their horses and 
rode away unhurt. Cannot some one ex- 
plain why it is that no white man ever is 
hurt when such savage attacks are made 
upon them by these blood-thirsty negroes, 
and why nine-tenths of the negroes are al- 
ways killed? If the negroes always cause 
the trouble, always make the assaults, al- 
ways go armed, and always commence the 
firing, and have been doing this kind of thing 
for some years past, how is it that no white 
man has ever been killed by these demons ?

In the East—A Russian Opinion as to What 
Prince Alexander Is Entitled To in Rou- 
melia. : 

St. PeTeERSaURG, March 19.—The Journal de 
St. Petersbourg deciares that Prince Alexander 
of Bulgaria, who claims a life title under his 
appointment by Turkey to the Governorship 
of Eastern Roumelia, must renounce that 
claim and content himself with a title to 
the Governorship for the simple term of office. 
The paper says the Powers will insist on this 
before they ratify the action of Turkey. The 
Journal further declares that Prince Alexander 
makes a great mistake if he thinks that the 
Greek difficulty will influence Europe in his 
favor. 

The Government has taken steps to thor- 
oughly develop the petroleum flelds of the 
Peninsula of Apshoren, on the west coast of 
the Caspian Sea. It has called a convention of 
scientists, engineers, and oil-producers to meet 
at Baku, on the south side of the peninsula, 
March 27 to discuss plans ior the promotion of 
the oil trade. Among the problems which this 
congress is desired by the Government to 
solve are the best methods for building up a 
large trade in the export of Russian petroleum 
and the best standards and rules to adopt. 
They are also to consider the subject of ex- 
empting from duty all articles utilized in the 
business of producing and refining petroleum 
and the best means to improve the harbor of 
Baku 80 as to facilitate the shipment of oil. 

VIENNA, March 19.—It is semi-officially an- 
nounced that Russia is massing a large num- 
ber of troops in Bessarabia. The object is sup- 
posed to be to exercise a pressure upon Prince 
Alexander of Bulgaria, whons the Russians 
suspect of conspiring with England to perma- 
nently cement the present union between Bul- 
garia and Eastern Roumelia by maintaining 
nis claim to a life title to the Governorsbiv of 
the latter country, Russia claiming that his 
term is limited to five years.

Townshend, although he has provoked and 
disappointed many Aspirants to office, is nev- 
ertheless without doubt the strongest in the 
race. Townsbend is rich, his wife baving been 
possessed in ber own right of about $200,000 in 
gold and bonds. It is said his first nomination 
cost him $15,000, and the checks of $500 more 
and less sent to the country were written by 
the wife’s own hand. During these years in 
Congress be has saved money, and the Town- 
shends have very close to $300,000. 

Judge Williams is also well-to-do, and he will 
spend money, it is said, to reach the goal of his 
Congressional ambinon. But little can be said 
of his political strength. He can probably 
contro at least the fourteen delegates from 
his.own county. 

nator Merritt is not so well fixed financial 
ly, perhaps, but so far as being able to grasp a 
situation bis foresight 1s said to be second to 
none. The Senator is looking out for certain 
combinations, and when the conventional sea 
shall be at flood-tide the ebbing may leave him 
anchored in the harbor of the National Legis- 
lature.

Andse of Yates 
as relates to litinois. The events which make 
up the bistory of the State are so interwoven 
with the acta and motives of the man during 
is Admin stration of four years that whenever 
one is touched the otber is affected. 

It was owing to bis efforts, influence, and un- 
tiring zeal that Illinois furnished more men for 
the War in proportion to ber population than 
any other State excepting Kansas, and this 
notwithstanding the strengtb of the peace 
party in the State ana the b:indrances thrown 
in the way by the Constitutional Convention of 
1862 and the opposing armistice Le gislature of 
1863. He pusseseed that quality of genius whicb 
enabled him to inspire the loyal people ot the 
State with the same zeal and ardent devotion 
to the cause of the Union by which be was ani- 
mated. By his well-iaid pians and wide-reach- 
ing influence not only at bome but in the White 
House and Capitol at Washington, he was also 
enabied to send the volunteers from Iilinois to 
the field better armed and equipped than 
those from any other State. The State ap- 
propria tion being insufficient, he ordered 
needed purchases to be made in excess of it to 
over $1,000,000, trusting to Congress to justify 
the expenditure, in which he was not disup- 
poicted. But distinguished as bis Administra- 
tion was in these respects, it was still ‘more 
bonored and to be remembered in the measures 

taken and provisions made for the care of sick 
and wounded soldiers. Wherever marched or 
camped a regiment from Lliovis there was 
found a State agent with sanitary and hospital 
supplies and assistance.

Wearers Have Since Risen to Wealth 


and Prominence. 

„Out West” a very indefinit locality, which 
bas been pursued by the advancing and increas- 
ing tide of population trom the Allegheny to 
the Rocky Mountains and bas never been over- 
taken. The people of Kansas City and even 
Denver speak of “Out West” today as of a re- 
gion far onward towards the setting sun. In 
1840 to 1850 “Out West included Ohio and 
Peonsyivania, while Illinoie was the Far 
West, and in the minds of many was consid- 
ered the jumping-off piace into the Pacific 
Ocean. 

When the first railroad, following the old 
stage-coach trail, was bullt from Chicago west- 
ward, it was called the Galena & Chicago Union. 

title indicates, as was the fact, thai, of the 
two Western towns, Galena bad the greater 
commerc.al prestige. Aud those were great. 
days for Galena. Up to the time Ga- 
lena had been a considerable town in 
bisiness importance, the metropolis of the 
upper riversin fact. For it was the day of 
steamboat transportation and travel, that easy- 
going way of getting about which had so many 
delightful features about it. The Mississippi 
River was the great channel of traffic, and St. 
Louis was the great city of the West. Galena, 
with ite valuable lead mines as a magnet, bud 
drawn many ambitious and energetic young 
men from the East and South, whose families 
made up the then famous society of the town. 
It was a centre of trade, in fact, for that sec- 
tion of the country and time, and was koown 
as a good place to stop off for a good time by 
all the steamboaters of the Mississippi River. 
“The Galena River, then known as the Fever 
River—an uncomfortable and sianderous title 
which was presently changed dy the unani- 
mous voice of the town corporation—offered a 
shallow and uncertain water connection to the 
great Mississippi. But it answered the pur- 
pose, and the wharf or levee at Galena was 
usually crowded with steamboats, their noses 


stuck deep into the biack mud of the river | 


bank, while rich cargoes of Southern products 
were tumbled and rolled out upon the levee, to 
be replaced by the tons upon tons of pig- 
lead, white as sliver, which was stacked up on 
the whart like cordwood, and which was in- 
deed the staple product of the place. 

EXCUSES FOR ARROGANCE. 

If Galena held its nose rather bigh in the air 
and was inclined to look upon the little village 
upon the lake, where Fort Dearborn was 
located, as rather an upstart, with mighty slim 
prospects tor the future as compared to Ga 
lena, whose port was open to the whole worid, 
it was not without reason. its trade was 
great, its future apparently secure. Aud Chi- 
cago, though on the iake, had at that time very 
little, almost no, water trade. In fact, Chicago, 
with all ite marine advantages, is a child 
of railways and modern methods, things 
undreamed of then, or at least not estimated 
in the list of causes to expected effects, for 
Galena was then counting ber eggs, and hatch- 
ing them, too, in her mind. The good old town 
basked in the sunshine of its prosperity, and. 
alas, its eggs addied. As the railway drew 
near, and at its advent, great projects of im- 
provement were discussed and determined 
upon us ne to meet the growing im- 
portance of the future Western metropolis, as 
all pelieved it was destined to be. A new 
dreage-boat was set to workin the narrow 
creek scooping out the mud which washed 
down from the railroad grading in such 
volume as to almost close the channel. 
The unparalleled improvement of a semicircu- 
lar cut was also made in the river bank. This 
was intended to permit the larger packets (or 
steamboats) to turn around and get out again, 
bow foremost, it having been the custom for 
these steamers to back out stern end to, as if 
making @ parting salaam, a ceremonious cour-

A BRIEF PERIOD OF PROSPERITY. 

The passengers by the steamboats may bave 
made their way by this time up along the main 
street, many stopping on the way to book their 
names for a passage by the stage-coach, which 
starts early the next morning from Frink & 
Walker's office, for Chicago, or still further 
north or west. For, as was said at the outset 
of this sketch, the railroad was moving in the 
direction of Galena, but bad not yet arrived. 
Presently it did, and an artificial and too 
brief period of prosperity set in. A grand 
botel, as i was then thought to 
be, the De Soto House, was & htway built, 
and for a while a metropolitan splendor seemed 
to brighten up the town. It was crowded with 
cleanly-sbaven, weli-dressed Easterners, sharp 
in their business ways and eager for trade and 
speculation. The writer well remembers one 
night in the corridor of this hotel seeing a red- 
sbirted boatman who was apparently turning 
the place into the sanguinary color of his gar- 
ment. The awe-stricken youth standing about 
whispered to each other that he was a de- 
tective, aperson of awful attributes in 
their eyes, presentiy it was revealed 
that it was Joh A. Rawlins in that character. 
Gen. Rawlins Gied in thie city only a week or 
two ago. The honors be had received are too 
well known to need recalling. And finally a 
grand ball was given at the opening of the De 
Soto House, and Ole Bull appeared there in a 
concert, and a young girl who was.a wonderful 
singer gave a musical evening in the dining- 
hall of the hotel. Sue was assisted by one 
Maurice Strakosch, and the name of the tal- 
ented child was Adelina Patti. This particular 
ball, however, is in the writer's mind some way’ 
a sort of closing scene to the old days 
of Galena. A popular jeweler of the 
town, John E. Smith (as Gen. Jonn E. Smith he 
is known to a bigber reputavon), was the floor 
manager. There were beautiful women there 
and brave and talented men, and a merry time 
they had of it, bat not unusually so, for 
Galena was a gay and lively place—the beauty, 
loveliness, and worth of its women the praise 
of all visitors. : 


THE DEATHBLOW. 

But shortly after this particular ball had 
taken place the railroad was completed one 
step further towards the west, to Dunleith, on 
the Mississippi. This was a deathbiow to the 
old town. The rivalry which had been 
anticipated between the old and new methods, 
the steamboat versus the railroad, proved to be 
no rivalry at all. The railway simply carried 
the trade and prosperity of Galena out of town 
and deposited it at other places. Galena waned 
and Chicago grew apace from this time on. 
And thus an epoch in the history of the West 
drew to its close, Mr. J. Russell Jones had at 
about this time built bimseif a fine mansion 
on the river biuffs opposit Galena, costing 
$30,000, it was said. It was sold afterwards 
for the bare cost of the ground, and Mr. Jones 
betook himself to Chicago, first expressing 
tbe wish that when he came to die

A week ago last Thursday State Senator P. 
M. Sutton of lowa delivered before the Senate 
of that State an exhaustive speech, analytical 
of the subject of prohibition, and the relations 
borne thereto by the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties. TRIBUNE regrets that lack 
ot space prevents the publication of the speecd 
absolutely in ite entirety. The main part of 
it, however, is presented below. 

Senator Sutton commenced by stating that, 
while be entertained the profoundest detesta- 
tion and abborrence for the Democratic party 
as a party, there were some of its members to 
whom as individuals be locked up to with re- 
spect. He was drawn, he said, into this debate 
by the Senator from Harrisoa (Bolter), whose 
recent statements to the effect that prohibition 
was a Republican measure he proposed to 
show were incorrect. He then continued as 
foliows: 

PROHIBITION NOT A REPUBLICAN MBASURE. 

Prohibition has more Democratic support to- 
day than Republican support. I defy the 
Senator from Harrison to cite any Democratic 
temperance legisianon whatever outside the 
State of Missouri that has not been in the line 
of prohibition. (Senator Sutton waited for an 
answer.) The Senator does not cite any. 
There is a good reason for bis not doing so. 
He cannot. I defy the Senator to pointto a 
singie Democratic State aside from Missouri 
that ever enacted high license, and Missouri 
enactea prohibition at the same time it 
enacted high license, and gave the people 
of localities an option between the two. Every 
other Democratic State has done all its tem- 
perance work in the line of prohibition. I will 
take the Senator to the banner Democratic 
county in this country—Owens County, Ken- 
tucky, where Jobn C. Breckinridge first ran 
tor Congress. Owens County elected him by 
its enormous Democratic majority. In the 
last Presidential elecdon it gave 2,399 votes 
for Grover Cleveland and only 577 for Blaine. 
Now, this banner Democratic county under 
took to serve the cause of temperance. It 
petitioned the Democratic Legisiature of Ken- 
tucky for a prohibitory law and got it, and in 
that Democratic county they make imprison- 
ment in the county jail a part of every pen- 
alty for selling intoxicating liquors. Thirty 
other counties in Kentucky have done the same 
thing. Enough smalier lities have secured 
prohibitory laws, so that more than half the 
Democratic State of Kentucky is under prob! 
bition, well enforced by severe penal laws. 
The Democratic State of West Virginia has 
prohib tion in forty out of its fifty-four coun- 
ties. Democratic Delaware, bas done all its 
temperance work in the line of prohibition, 
and ooe-third of its territory is covered by pro- 
hibitery laws, Democratic Virginia bas done 
ail ite temperance work in the same line. It 
bas not done much, but it bas given probibi- 
tion to twelve of its counties. Democratic 
North Carolina bas fully half ofite territory 
covered by probibitory laws. Democratic 
South Carolina is a stronger probibitory State 
than can be found it the whole North. 
It stands ahead of Maine, of 
and of Iowa. Democratic Georgia is fully 
abreast with South Cafolina. Democratic 
Mississippi bas more probibition and less sa- 
loons, according to its population, than any 
State in the Union. On this question it leads 
the Union.

This was a not in- 
frequent occurrence, and always drew a crowd 
of interested spectators. These watched the 
prucess of getting out the ‘*waiking-beams,” 
by which means the boat was lifted around, as 
if on stilts, and Histen to the Captam and mates 
discourse to the boat's crew. In this latter 
pastime they gained an dea of the ornate 
beauty and comprehensive force of the Eu- 
glish language, as spoken down New Orleans 
way. which they hung upon witn rapt admira- 
tion, and which, afterwards repeated, gave them 
distinction in the barrooms of Galena. 


THE BUSY SPOT. 

The levee, or, as it was called by the inbab- 
itants, the steamboat landing, was located and 
is yet, though it is a grasse-grown and deserted 
place now, at the western end of the town. A 
siopmg bank paved with irregular stones led 
down to the water's edge. The upper side of 
the widened street thus made formed the prin- 
opal part of the business portion, This is Main 
street, and on it, facing the steamboat 
landing, were the larger busiress and ship- 
ping houses. This was aiways a busy and 
bustling place, crowded during the day with a 
throng of buyers and sellers, and blocked 
with boxes and bales, hogsheads of sugar, 
barrels of fish, fruits, nuts, vinegar, salt, tea, 
coffee, spices, and a thousand and one other 
products, the whole of which mingled their® 
odors in a generous and beavy perfume, which 
is well remembered, for one’s nose has a good 
memory of it now. But it was when a steam- 
boat “came in that the landing and street 
were the scenes of the wildest excitement 
and confision. He was a dull boy who 
did not know the names on all the steamboats 
and could not tell them by the sound of their 
whisties long before they rounded up and 
threw out their gang-piadks at the wharf; or 
if posted on some of the hills surrounding the 
town, where be could look off down the river, 
miles away, could not name the boat off-hand 
by the appearance of its ornamental smoke- 
stacks or some other peculiarity. And what 
romantic, suggestive, and high-sounding 
names they bad, these river boats—painted in 
brilliant red or blue on their semi-circular 
paddie-boxes. There were the War Eagle and 
the Redwing, the Silver Spray, the Gray Eagie, 
the Nominee, the Franklin No. 2, the Great 
Republic, and many others, long residents of 
Davy Jones’ shipyard no doubt, but which 
will be recalied by old Ga'enians as wonders 
of paiatial proportions and magnificent inter- 
nal decoration. 

Wen the whistle of the distant boat sound- 
ed all the down-town element but the absolute 
slaves to the performance of duty started 
promptly for the steamboat landing. The 
women watched the interesting scene from 
afar, but the men and boys crowded the dock 
and eageriy rushed aboard as mas they 
could climb, or jump, or stru into the 
front of the crowd. 


INTERESTED SPECTATORS. 

Not that the quurter part of them had any 
business there, but it was the event of the 
hour, or may be of the day, and was not to be 
negiected by any means. Even a slim and 
briefless young lawyer who was getting noted 
for bis speeches at political gatherings, and 
who bad a room in a buiiding at the corner, 
might have been seen looking out of his open 
window at the crowd below with a mus- 
ing interest. His modest sign swing- 
ing beneath bore the name *. 
B. Wasoburne, Attorney at Law 
& name which afterwards became familiar and 
great, as ali know. It bas been some years 
since he was named the watch-dog of the 
Treasury, and later was a prominent actor in 
those scenes which closed the career of the 
second Napoleon. Rusning in and out per- 
baps, and busy enougb witn the real activities 
Of the scene, were two other figures. A hand- 
some young mau with biack and curiy hair. 
and evidently from his bearing a person of 
particular importance in the vicinity, was one 
of these. He came out of the busiest store in 
the biock and made his way towards the boat. 
Looking up at the sign one might have 
his uname easily. It read B. H. Campbell & Co., 
w ra, and Handsome Ben there 
was no other than the late United States Mar- 
sbal of the Northern District. His partner, a 
Sandy-haired chap with a keen face, 
awitty word for every one, and full of busi- 
ness, would not now be so easily recognized as 
the magnate of the West Side lines, J. Russell 
Jones. But it was be, and a clever and popuiar 
person be was among the people of old Galena. 
However, another business-man might have 
been noticed as he made bis way through the 
crowd dodging the vebicies which 
were now rattling up and down levee, active- 
ly making bis way between the line of deck- 
bands now rushing the freight ashore, under the 
persuasion and advice of the second mate, a 
figuter from way back, and finally reaching the 
boat, where he was received by the Captain 


folly. And off on ite westward course, carry- 
ing with itali the crowds who bad thronged the 
palatial **depots,”’ and leaving behind it broken 
hopes and ruined fortunes, went the merciless 
railway on ite mission of building up and tear- 
ing down. The town was almost abandoned. 
Ite trade stopped still, pever to go again, like 
the historical clock. Its streets became de- 
serted, and the busy levee a place of echoes. 
The warebouses and stores were closed up and 
offered for rent in vain, and the window glass 
became the prey of predatory boys with slung- 
shots. The dredge boat gave up the hope- 
less task of keeping the river open 
and crawled away along down the closing 
stream to other mud banks, and the once 
brilliant hopes of the remaiving inhabitants 
that Galena would be the city of the West and 
Chicago the town were buried in oblivion. 
The two rival systems of commercia! trafiic 
had met, and one had been swailowed up, 
shoved aside, and lett to decay and ruin. Chi- 
cago had triumpbed over ber only rival. The 
railway bad superseded the steamboat. 

In recalling the scenes and remembrances of 
one of the old towns which has seen better 
days, the writer would cast no reflections upon 
Galena as it is now. It is again reviving under 
the enterprise of its people, and is conforming 
itself to new relations. But it was a prospe?- 
ous and thriving city before Chicago bad begun 
to be raised upon, or out of, the. swamp upon 
which ite magnificent edifices rest and where 
nearly a miliion people now live and work. 
The contrast between the places is a strong 
one, and is a peculiar instance in this 
new country, where cities which have 
had a greater population or prestige 
in the past are mighty..scarce. But Galena, 
if it should fall into entire ruin and decay, 
would always have a grateful remembrance 
and worthy piace in the history of the West. 
Grant’s one ambition was to dave a sidewalk 
built up the steep bill to bis little cottage. 
When he returned after the War and read the 
placard, “General, your sidewalk is dullt.“ 
and among bis old neigh bors and friends settled 
down to a quiet life in the house they bad 
bought tor bim, he gave assurance of the 
warm and grateful piace the good peopie of 
Galena had found in bis heart. No place ever 
existed, even in the bospitavie West, where the 
people were joined together in stronger social 
ties of good fellowship than ia old 1 ; 


HUMILIATING THE NAVY. 


The Ammunition Proves to Be Utterly 
Worthless at a Day’s Practice at Key 
West. 

New York, March 19.—A dispatch from Key 
West, Fla, in regard to the navy drill yester- 
day, says: Yesterday companies from the 
various ships landed at Fort Taylor, in 
ships’ boats, with three-inch guns. These guns 
were dragged across wooden bridges through 
the brushwood to a position by the cable land- 
ing, in front of which was a floating target 
about 700 yards distant. Firing with sbell and 
shrapnel énsued. The result was a great sur- 
prise and disappointment to every one. Forty- 
three attempts were made, out of which 
twenty-three miss-fires occurred Owing to the 
wretchedly defective state of the ammunition. 
In addition, only two out of ten sbrapnels ex- 
ploded and two shells exploded at the muzzie 
of the gun, 60 that, bad the shots been directed 
at au enemy over the beads of our own men 
hundreds of the latter would have been slain. 
The ammuniuon is al known to be seven years 
old, and might posaibiy be tea years oider. The 
whole thing is a shameful exposure. The 
practice itself was excellent where the guns 
acted. Both men and officers were strong in 
their expressions of indiguation at being piaced 
in suct an invidious position. 


SHOCKING DOUBLE MURVER IN VIRGINIA. 

Sacem, Va., Mareh 19.—A horrible doubie 
murder was committed on Back Creek, this 
county, Wednesday nigut. A man named 
Griffey, who has a wife living on Back Creek, 
returned from Texas, where, it is alleged, he 
served a term in the penitentiary. His wife 
refused to recognize him, and, learning that 
Jobn and Pike Metz, sons of William Metz, had 
been. visiting his wife in his absence, Griffey 
went to their home, called one of the young 
men out, and shot bim through the heart. He 
then entered and shot the other young man 
through tus right breast. The murdered young 
men are aged respectively 17 and 18 years. 
Griffey is still at large.

Aud bere jet a word be said in favor of those 
who, during the War of the Rebeilion, for per- 
sonal, business, or official reasons, thought it 
was their duty to remain at home. It was just 
as essential that trade should be carried 
on, that manufactures should be suc. 
cessfully conducted, and that civil offices 
should be loyaily filled and administered, 
as it was that armies should be organized and 
sent to the feld. Such men as Yates and 
Fuller, and many others who might be named 
in this State. who would have distinguished 
themselves in the army and would have shared 
in the glamour of m.litary achievements, Wise 
ly and nobly decided to perform their duty as 
public officers and citizens in their several sta- 
tions at home. The backbone of the Union 
army was the loyal support it received from 
the people who hbeiped to raise and equip it. 
Tun CuicaGo Tarspuné did as much to put 
down the Rebellion as any regiment in the 
field, and so of hundreds of other papers who 
kept pounding away in season and out of 
season with mighty blows against peace and 
compromise men and quasi-treasonabie or- 
ganizations at home. After all was 
done that mortal man could devise 
in this State, the opposition to the Admins 
tratons of Lincoln and Yates succeeded in 
electing a Constitutional Convention, a Legis- 
lature, and in bringing together in mass-meet- 
ing in June, 1863, a crowd of 40,000 advocates 
of “peace at any price.“ Such was the intiu- 
ence of the temporarily successful opposition 
that Illinois bad a close sbave in escaping an 
armed outbreak of the treasonable element. It 
did in fact arm ana drill in a few localities, and 
actually entered upon two or three marauding 
ex peditions. 

Now if any persons looking back on these 
times think that it did not require the most 
st upendous efforts—sacrifices of time and ex- 
penditures of money—to Overcome these ad- 
verse influences, to detect, expose, and compel 
them to bide away, and to keep burning 
brightly the fame of patriotism on every home 
altar, why then he is mistaken. I would not 
detract a word from che bonor due to the 
brave soldiers who bared th ir breasts to rebel 
bullets iu deiense of their country, or pluck a 
single laurel from the brow of any galiant 
commander; but insist that if not equal honor, 
justice at least ougbt to be done to those who, 
remaining at bome, furnished the sinews of 
war and made its glorious ter mination possible. 


ELECTION TO THE SENATE. 


At the close of his term as Governor in Jan- 
uary, 1865, it devolved upon the Legislature to 
elect u United States Sevator in the place of 
W. A. Richardson, whose term of two years 
expired the 4th of March. The contest was 
not prolonged but exceedingly bitter. 
The objection to Yates was not on 
account of any measure or the 
conduct of his administration, but entire- 
ly of a personal nature. Many old friends and 
followers even were found among his oppo- 
nents who were unwilling to risk the growth 
of hie alleged infirmity. The opposition se- 
lected as the opposing candidate the Hon, E. 
B. Washburne, who was himself present to as- 
sist in the canvass. The excitement ran high 
and the discussion was unusually acrimonious, 
ending in some instances in exhibitions ot pu- 
gilistic prowess. But the usual good luck, or 
good management, rather, of the Governor 
prevailed, the resuit of the joint Repu biican 
caucus Leing 38 votes for Yates, 22 tor Wasn- 
burne, and two eacn for Logan and Palmer. 
This was bis last political contest. 


PERSONAL CHARACTERISTICS. 


Excepting on two or three occasions, where 
there was great aggravation, I never knew the 
Governor to induige in profanity. On the con- 
trary, bie everyday language was a model of 
purity and elegance. He had a way with him 
in his intercourse witb bis fellow-men which 
was as winning es a woman's. No man ever 
left him after conversing with bim without 
baving a higher opinion of bim ttan before. 
He bad friends ali over the State who woulda 


perance law, and in all these States the pro- 
hibitory law is well enforced by prison penal - 
ties. Here is a specimen, taken from one of 
the probibitory laws of Maryland: 

Any person violating the provisions of this law 
shall pay a fine for each and every violation of not 
lese thao $50 nor more than $300, one-half of which 
shall go to the informer, and the party convicted 
shall be confined in the Maryland House of Cor- 
rection for not exceeding six months. 

This House of Correction is a penitentiary. 
The prohibitery laws in all the Democratic 
States uniformly make imprisonment an im- 
perative part of the penalty for violation. 
Democratic Maryland employs informers to 
ferret out illegal sales of intoxicating liquors 
and sends ite offenders to the penitentiary. 

The South leads us in the severity of its pen- 
alties against liquor-seiling.

’ GRANT AND YATES. 

Gen. Grant was introduced to Gov. Yates in 
a letter of baifadozen lines from bis Con- 
greseman, the Hon. E. B. Washburne. The 
services of just such a man, one who had re- 
ceived a military education and had bad ex- 
perience in war, was very much needed at 
Springfield at that time, and he was immedi- 
ately set to work. The record shows «dat his 
employment began the Stb of May and termi- 
usted the 26th of June, and that be was 
paid at tne rate of $4.20 per diem. 
He at first was placed in the Adju- 
tant-General's office, where his acquaintance 
with military forms and records was at once 
brought into useiul requisition. He was soon 
after assigned to one oi the camps of instruc- 
tion, where his services were found to be still 
more valuable, but were only appreciated by 
the few who knew to whom they were indebt- 
ed. It was observed that be was modest and 
unpretending in tue performance of bis duties, 
and be made but few acquaintances. Many a 
Colonel and Major, elated by their newly-ac- 
quired titles, no alterwards served under 
him, passed him by unnot or with a con- 
temptuous reminder of their own superiority. 
Be was on a bref visit to his father 
in Kentucky when the Governor tendered bim 
by telegraph the appointment of Colonel of 
the Twenty-first Reg ment. which be at once 
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Now if such a law as the above were intro- 
duced in the Repubhean Legislature of Iowa 
it would be denounced as a more monstrous, 
iniquitous, and oppressive law than was ever 
proposed by Nero himself. I believe that is 
the Senator’s favorit comparison. In Ala- 
bama, bowever, doubly Democratic Alabama. 
and in ber Democratic Legisiature, there was 
not a voice, either Democrat or Republican, 
that was raised against it. Their experience 
in enforcing probibition is quite lke ours. 
They nud 1% requires radical and stringent pro- 
visions, There, however, they meet no or- 
ganized opposiuon from the opposing party 
like we doin Iowa. The Republicans in the 
Democratic States do not oppose the enforce- 
ment of Democratic probibition for party pur- 

Democrats, however, make their chief 
political capitai in a few Republican States by 
joining saloonkeepers and opposing the en- 
torcement of the pronibitory laws. 


EXTENT OF PROHIBITION IN SEVERAL DEMO- 
CRATIC STATES. 

I have called the Senator’s attention to the 
nature of the pronibitory laws in the several 
Democratic States. I wish to call bis attention 
to the extent of these laws. If all the secure 
Democratic States were put together in one 
contederacy, as they once desired, fully one- 
half of the entire territory would be covered 
by laws like those I have c.ted. If the Senator 
has any doubtef thislam prepared to give 
the counties, the townships, and towns to prove 
my assertion. The largest city that ever voted 
prohibition is Atlanta, Ga. If the Senator were 
to go to any safe and recure Democratic State 
and make such a tirade against prohibition as 
be bas made here today he would be hissed out 
of the party. They cheer bim when be 
utters such sentiments in the North, 
but they would never tolerate it 
in the South. To say that prohibition is a Re- 
publican measure is too absurd to be believed, 
except by such as know nothing whatever of 
the facta. Every safe and secure Democratic 
State is pledged to probibition, and, with the 
single exception of Missouri, recognizes no 
other method of restricting the liquor traffic. 
The Democratic States lead the Republican 
States in this work.

ANDREW LANG'S DELIGHTFUL 
„ LETTERS TO DEAD AUTHORS.” 


Three Systems of Life-Insurance—Car- 
mina Sanctorum—How to Be Happy: 
Though Married—The Spartan and The- 
ban Supremacies—Gen. Gordon—Fifty 
Years Among Authors, Books, and Pub- 
lishers—Thunder and Lightning. | 

Whatever Mr. Andrew Lang publishes 
whether it bea poem, an essay, or some an- 
tique form of ballad—is sure to be character- 
ized by finish of literary workmanship. No 
exception to the rule is the little volume which 
bes just come to hand bearing the title of 
„Letters to Dead Authors.” One may antici 
pate a treat in start in upon these episties 
addressed to those great writers of the past 
who, safe in the Elysian fields, may long to 
know how they are held in the world in which 
they tolled. The writer enters sympathetically 
upon his task, mindful always of the feelings 
of bis silent correspondents, whom he some- 
times fiatters, but whom he never offends. Even 
when his theme is the false pathos of Dickens or 
the malice of Pope there is in his style a moder- 
ation that prociaims the abscence of all ani- 
mosity. Criticism bere clothes every phrase 
in courtesy, while wit plays lightly over the 
foibies and follies of the past, and satire spares 
the cant and affectations of the present. 
The imitations of all manners of writing, from 
that of Herodotus to that of Isaak Walton, are 
rich in their fidelity, showing on the part of 
the author much breadth of view, as well as 
flexibility of expression. It is seldom in these 
pages that one notices a failine-of of fresh- 
ness and suggestiveness; but even then the 
skill that is manifested compels admiration. 
This is the sort of book that gives one in a few 
hours’ reading the benefit ot intimate acquaint- 
ance with a communicative and well-stored 
mind —eac chapter being a frank conversstion 
about some favorit work or author. Some of 
these days, long after the present edition of 
* Letters to Dead Authors” is exbausted, a 
stray copy found upon a bookseller’s stall will 
possess the ‘interest that always attaches to 
what is unique in literature. 

The first letter is adaressed to Thackeray: 


Fiction in your hands [writes Mr. Lang] was not 

simply a profession like another, but a constant 
retiection of the whole surface of life—a repeated 
echo of its laughter and its complaint. Others 
have written, and not written badly, with the stolid 
professional regularity of the clerk at his desk; 
you, like the Scholar Gypsy, might have said that 
it needs heaven-sent moments for this skill. There 
are, it will not surprise you, some honorabie wom- 
en and a few men who call you a cynic; who speak 
of “the withered world of Thackerayan satire”; 
who think your eyes were ever turned to the sordid 
aspects of lite—to the mother-in-law who threat- 
ens to “take away her silver bread-basket”; to 
the intriguer, the speak, the termagant; to the 
Beckys, and Barnes Newcomes, and Mrs. Macken- 
sies of this world. The quarrel of these senti- 
mentalists is really with life, not with you; they 
might as wisely blame Monsieur Buffon because 
there are snakes in his Natural Histery. Had you 
not impaled certain noxious human insects, you 
would have better pleased Mr. Ruskin; had you 
confined yourself to such performances, you would 
have been more dear to the Neo-Balzacian school 
In fiction. 
“You must survive with Shakspeare and 
Cervantes in the memory and affection of 
mer,” be says in concluding this epistie; and 
the language is warmer than in any subse- 
quent tribute to dead merit. 

How liberal is Mr. Lang’s taste may be seen 
from the fact that be turns from Thackeray to 
write to Dickens. He owns that his attitude 
of impartiality is sometimes made a littie dif- 
ficult by the vigor of the special devotees of 
tue latter. Many of them, be thanks Heaven, 
have stopped imitating the less admirable 
qualities of their master; but there still sur- 
vive some who assume that familiarity with 
the pages of Our Mutua! Friend” and Dom- 
bey and Son constitute a liberal education. 
He is quite as severe as Mr. Ruskin upon the 
deliberate way in which the novelist offered up 


-bolocausts of children as a means of exciting 


the sensibilities of the reading puolic: 

Were people simpler, or only less clear-sighted, 
as far as your pathos is concerned, a generation ago? 
Jeffrey, the hard-headed, shallow critic, who de- 
clared that Wordsworth would never do,“ cried— 
“wept like anything ’’—over your Little Nell. One 
still laughs as heartily as ever with Dick Swivelier; 
but who can cry over Little Nell? 

Bat, it Mr. Lang turns from the forced melo- 


drama ana the manufactured pathos of Dick- 


ens he recognizes the author of Pickwiek 
in bis true character as the greatest comic 
genius of modern times. And, speaking of 
bumor, he finds that it is now ata deplorably 
low level in England, and that the lack of it is 
responsible for all sorts of misobief: 

How very singular has been the history of the 
decline of humor! Is there any profound psycho- 
logical truth to be gathered from consideration of 
the fact that humor has gone out with cruelty? A 
hundred years ago. eighty years ago—nay, fifty 
years ago—we were acruel, but also a humorous 
people. We had bull-baitings, and badger-draw- 
ings, and hustings, and prize-fights, and cock- 
fights; we went to see men hanged; the pillory 
and the stocks were no empty “terrors unto evil- 


Gers,“ for there was commonly a malefactor oc- 


cupying each of these institutions. With all this 
we had a broad-biown ic sense. We had Ho- 

and Bunbury, George Cruiksbank, and 
Gulray; we had Leech and Surtees, and the creator 
of *Tittlebat Titmouse”; we had the Shepherd of 
the Noctes ; and, above all, we had you. 

From Charles Dickens to Pierre de Ronsard, 
who is bailed Master and Prince of Poets.“ is 
a step from the commonplace of the present to 
the chivairic days of France. Like all. ro- 
manticists in poetry, Mr. Lang cherishes an 
ardent affection for the singer of fields and 
courts, whose songs soothed Mary Queen o’ 
Scots among the bleak hills ot Scotland. In 
Mr. Swinburne’s “Cbastelard”’ thejbero is 
represented as going to the block, with Ron- 
gard’s poems as his only missal. It was Mr. 
Lang bimself who, in his late volume, Ba“ 
lades and Verses Vain,” gave some finely exe- 
cuted trafisiations of Ronsard, which were 
widely praised. The present letter to the 
„Master, it is needless to say, charms by its 
clear insight and quaint affectations. The last 
sentence, however, is a departure from the 
general tone of the Epistie, and in point of 
style 1s, perbaps, the only blemish in the book. 

One of the wost pleasing experiments is the 
address to Mr. Alexander Pope, framed in the 
polished couplets of the Restoration. Noth- 
ing could be better than the epigram that 
brings to a climax the account of the many 
onslaughts made upon Pope of late years by 
critics and commentators: x 

Biographers, un-Boswell-like, have sneered, 

And Dunces edit him whom Dunces feared! 

But, while be would fain protect Pope, Mr. 
Lang cannot let slip the opportunity to record 
his own judgment in those balanced lines that 
‘Pope could use so well: 

You reap, in arméd Hates that haunt your Name, 
Reap what you sowed, the Dragon’s Teeth of 


Fame! 
You could not write, and from unenvious Time 
Expect the Wreath that crowns the lofty Rhyme. 
You stili must fight, retreat, attack, defend, 
And oft to snatch a Laurel lose a Friend. 
And the changing Taste 


But, ah! your Iliad seems a half Pretense, 
Where Wits, not Heroes, prove their Skill in 


Fence, 
And great Achilles’ Eloquence doth show 
As if no Centaur trained him, but Boileau! 

In the letter to Jane Austen (wbo reads her 
novela now?) there are several clever flings at 
those fashions of fiction that are in vogue to- 
day. He admits that she is not popular, for 
who would care for ber common every-day 
men and women when so many “daring end 
dazzling beroiaes” solicit attention? The army 
of gushing females who delight in that Byron 
in petticoats Known to the world as “ Ouida” 
may find some familiar features in this highiy- 
colored pieture: 

Here are ovrincesses dressed in white velvet 
stamped with golden fieurs-de-lys—iadies with 
hearts of ice and lips of fire, who count their 
rubies by the million, their lovers by the score, 
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this v moment, is breathiesly wondering 
whether Grimaud will steal M. de Beaufort out of 
the „ prison. 


. The epistic among all in this book which 
should awaken the interest of American read- 
ers is that addressed to Edgar Poe. Mr. Lang 


. is surprised to find him the only prophet witb- 


out honor in this country; be ts surprised at 
the indefatigabie hatred pursues the dead 
man's memory; and he bas a word of scorn 
for “the old women who twitter out their in- 
credible and beeded slanders in the literary 
papers of New Tork.“ It was a deplorable 
necessity (and ai] will agree with Mr. in 
this) that forced a man of Poe's eminence 
“Into the dusty and stony ways of contem- 
porary criticism "’: 

Unhappily, taste and circumstances combined to 
make you a censor: you vexed a continent, and 
you are still unforgiven. What “irritation of a 
sensitive nature, chafed by some indefinit sense of 
wrong,” drove you (in Mr. Longfellow's own 
words) to attack hie pure and peneficent Muse. we 
may never &scertain. But Mr. Longfellow forgave 
you easily; tor pardon comes easily to the great. 
It was the smaller men—tne Daweses, Griswoilds, 
and the like—that knew not hew to forget. The 
New-Yoskers never forgave him,” says your latest 
biographer; and one scarcely marvels at the in- 
veteracy of their malice. [t was not individual 
vanity alone, out the whole literary ciass that you 
astailed. ‘Asa literary people,” you wrote, we 
are one Vast perambulating bumbug.” After that 
declaration of war you died. and left your reputa- 
tion to the vanities yet writhing beneath your 
scorn. They are writhing and writing still. 
Itisenough to know, Mr. Lang thinks, that 
such a singer as Poe was compelled to live by 
bit pen in an age when the author of To 
Helen” and The Cask of Amontillado was 
paid at the rate ot $1 a column. Then comes 
speculation on the rewards which would have 
talien to him bad chance made bim the con- 
8 of “Mark Twain and of Called 

ack”: 

I forbear to anticipate your verdict about the 
latest essays of American fiction. These by no 
means fellow in the lines which you have laid 
down about brevity and the steady working to one 
single effect. Probably you would not be very tol- 
erant (tolerance was not your leading virtue) of 
Mr. Roe, now your countrymen’s favorit novelist. 
He is long; he is didactic: he is eminentiy unin- 
spired. in the works of one who is, what you were 
called yourself, a Bostonian, you would admire at 
least the acute observation, the subtiety, and the 
unfailing distinction. But, destitute of humor as 
you unbappily but undeniably were, you would 
miss, I fear, the charm of Dalsy Miller.“ 8 

Farewell, farewell, thou sombre and solitar 
spirit: agenius tethered to the hack-work of the 


press, a gentieman among canailie, a poet among 


poetasters, dowered with a scholar’s taste without 
a scholar’s training, embittered by his sensitive 
scorn, and all unsupported by his consolations. 
There is, of course, a letter to Burns—not so 
adoring a one as a countryman of the bard 
would indite. Keenly. yet delicately, the 
false notes are separated trom the true in the 
songs of the cottage laureate. There is indeed 
a contrast between the verses that oumpare 
Mrs. Barbauld to Sappho, and those that begin 
„Had we never loved eae kindly.“ Mr. Lang, 
like all others, prefers the thrush when it does 
+ a “the style of the bird of Para- 
Byron is addressed in the measure of Don 
Juan, which Mr. Lang frankiy declares to be 
bis pet aversion. His Lordsbip’s feelings are 
more in mind than the writer's opinions in the 
final lines: \ 
Farewell, thou Titan fairer than the gods! 
Farewell, farewell, thou swift and lovely spirit, 
Thou splendid warrior with the world at odds, 
Unpraised, unpraisable. beyond thy merit; 
Chased, like Orestes, by the Furies’ rods, 
Like him, at length, thy peace dost thou inherit; 
Beholding whom, men think how fairer far 
Than all the steadfast stars the wandering star! 
The last poem is a happy imitation of Fitz. 
geraid’s transiation of Omar Kbayyam—«e 
transiation which for richness and splendor is 
unequaied in the English language. Mr. Lang 
utilizes the fact that Omar Khayyam, unbe- 
liever and laureate of pleasure, was contem- 
with the battle of Hastings, to institute 
a striking contrast between the old East and 
the newborn West. Speaking of Harold: 
His was the Age of Faith. when all the West 
Looked to the Priest for torment or for rest; 
And thou wert living then and didst not heed 
* igs banned thee or the Saint who 


Ages of Progress! These eight hundred years 
Hath Europe shuddered with her bopes or fears, 

And now—she listens in the wilderness 
To thee, and half believeth what she hears! 

These selections from Mr. Lang's letters may 
give some idea of tue entertaining character of 
the volume. For a taste of hia happy satire 
the reader is directed to the account given to 
Rabelais of the sour-faced race of Coqcigrues 
in England, who cannot endure laugbter: also 
to the ep Herodotus, wherein Oxford is 
described, together with the theories of its 
Greek professors. There will be little 
culty in dividing what is critical in the volume 
from what is purely satirical. Here in a small 
space is the bloom ot many books. (Lettersto 
Dead Authors. By Andrew Lang. ew York: 
Charles Scribner’s Sons.) 


Life-Insurance. 

Mr. Mervin Tabor, Actuary of the Llinois 
Insurance Department, has made an interest- 
ing and valuable addition to the literature of 
life-insurance in the publication of a work en- 
titled The Three Systems of Life-Insurance.” 
It embraces analyses of the lever premium sys- 
tem, practiced by what are popularly known as 
the “old-line” companies, and the natural- 
premium and assessment systems, adopted by 
those whose shibpoleth 16, Pay as you go.“ 
These analyses, while necessarily technical to 
a degree, are presented in everyday English, so 
that he who runs may read. The boox is a com- 
plete and satisfactory response to the popular 
demand for trustworthy information on the 
subject of life-insurance—a subject concern- 
ing which there still seems to exist, even among 
the best informed un other subjects, an aston- 
ishing ut of ignorance. Although an an- 
alysis of rival systems, the work is written 
in a singularly impartial vein, giving the 
facts which lie at the basis of the three sys 
tems, and wisely leaving the reader to form 
his own conclusions as to their relative merits. 
In addition to being an excellent treatise on 
the general subject of life-ingurance, it con- 
tains the full text of the Massachusetts Non- 
Forfeiture law of 1880, with explanations by 
the executive aud other officers of every com- 
pany doing business thereunder, to which are 
adde i numerous examples of policies iilustrat- 
ing the workings of the law; full explanations 
of endowment, Tontine, and semi-Tontine in- 
surance; a comparison of the expenses of life- 
insurance companies with those of fire-insur- 


ance companies and railway corporn- 
tions: the two leading mortality tabies 
in use in this country, togetber witb 


a number of useful interest and die- 
count tables; and the opinions of a large 
number of the best thinkers, including several 
of the Insurance Commissioners of the various 
States, who have bad opportunities for almost 
unlimited observation of the pregctical work- 
mas of the different systems, and whose opin- 
jons are therefore entitled to great weight. 
Altogether, the work is one which commends 
itself to the favorable consideration of every 
present and prospective policyholder and 
every one interested in the subject of life-in- 
surance as one of the economies of our modern 
ci (The Three Systems of Life-Insur- 
doc. Published by the Bureau of Life-Insur- 
Chicago. )

use. Many will think that some of the new 
English compositions might well have given 
piace to pieces more pleasing to the popular 
ear. But io this respect the present work is 
less objectionable than several other recent 
collections. There seems to be just now a 
strong disposition among musical editors to 
favor the introduction of compositions by 
English and German authors that are more 
grateful to highly-cultivated tastes than to the 
common people. It is desirable to elevate the 


public taste, but not to leave the 
great mass o the people behind 
in the effort to accomplish this. 


As a whoie, the Carmina Sanctorum " Bas not 
been excelled by any preceding work of the 
kind. Notwithstanding the great multiplica- 
tion of hymn and tune books there seems to 
bave been room left for this additional work, 
which will supply the wants of a large number 
of churches at a moderate cost. The bymns 
and the music are printed in clear and suf- 
ficiently large type. The binding is substantial, 
and the forum oi the book is almost square, 
which affords room for larger type than is 
88 in many similar works. (A. 8. Barnes

or error of arithmetical processes and for per- 
forming operations on figures in the sbortest 
possible way. His methods of detecting errors 
in trial balances, for computing interest and 
discount, and for averaging accounts will be 
found very useful to all who bave to do with 
the keeping of books. The value of “bis” rules 
is not lessened by the fact that a large part of 
that for which he announces “all rights re- 
served has long been common property 
among the mathematicians, and is to be found 
in some of the best arithmetics of a former 
generation. The author has published in sep- 
arate forma Combination Discount Caicu- 
lator,” which he claims will save more than 
half the time and labor required to figure d 
counts in the ordinary way. 

“A Tangled Tale,“ by Lewie Carroll (Mac- 
millan & Co.), contains a number of short 
stories, in each of which is wrapped up a 
mathematical conundrum. The design is to 
furnish an incentive to the exercise of the 
thinking powers by the young. The difficulties 
presented are limited to the statement of the 
problem, the arithmetical processes themselves 
being easy. As a means of educatimg the 
youthful mind to disentangle figures from a 
verbal setting which partialiy disguises them 
the book is a pronounced success. | 

Mechanical Integrators, by Prof. H. 8. H. 
Shaw, is one of the most valuable of the many 
useful handbooks that have been repriated by 
Van Nostrand from the vages of bis magazine. 
The work is chiefly devoted to explaining the 
construction and use of planimeters for 
find the final result of conditions which 
vary in an arbitrary mauner—as, for instance, 
the contents of a surface or the work ofa 
motor. Those who have learned the practical 
value of the scales furnished with a good set 
of drawing instruments will appreciate the aid 
offered by this little book in extending those 
methods to a wide variety of work in calcula- 
tion. 

„The Economic Fact-Book and Free-Trad- 
er's Guide” is a pamphiet edited by R. R. Bow- 
ker and issued by the New York Free Trade 
Clab. It contains a uumber of tables and 
statements of fact designed to furnish the 
basis of argument against the theory of Pro- 
tection, and présents them in very compact 
form. Of course the value of the compilation 
will be estimated according to the leaning of 
the reader to one or the other side in the great 
controversy which has been pending for so 
many years and formed a bone of contention 
between the two great political parties, neither 
caring to appropriate it or to let it alone. For 
the tables it may be said that they will be 
found very Valuable to all who wish to be able 
to take a cursory but correct view of the labor 
and wages questions in revent years. 

“Protection to Home Iludustry (Appleton 
& Co.) is a bound volume containing the sub- 
stance of four lectures delivered in Harvard 
University alittle more than a year ago by 
Prot. Robert B. Thompson. It dealg largely 
with the question of American versus Euro- 
pean labor, and is an able presentation of the 
Protectionist side of the argument, without so 
much of statistics as to fatigue the attention 
of the ordinary reader. 

„The Phrase is a monograph by F. G. Mor- 
ris of East bampton, Mass., intended as an ex- 
position of the science of pbhrase-writing, which 
is adapted to all the current systems of short- 
band. The libeilue shows how words are nat- 
urally connected into phrases which are even 
more legibie when joined, and how and why 
certain juxtapositions should be avoided as 
tending to confusion. Many a pbonograpber 
might gain instruction from ite perusal. 

Henry Carey Baird & Co. of Philadelphia 
have published a ‘Handbook of Usetul 
Tables for the use of lumbermen, farmers, 
and mechanics. It contains compact tables 
for computing interest, wages, the contents of 
boards and timber, cordwood, and granaries, 
wite tne weights of cattle, the area of land, 
etc. It also gives a few reveipts of value to 
parties living in the country.

* How to Be Happy, Though Married: Being 
a Handbook ef Marriage is stlent as to its au- 
thorship. The writer condescends, however, to 
make known the fact, on the title-page, that be 
is A Graduate in the University of Matri- 
mony.“ The book bears internal evidence of 
being the production of a man, and an Englisb- 
man or Scotchman to boot; and he not only 
displays ripe scholarship but considerable lit- 
erary tact in the arrangement of bis subject. 
The work consists of twenty-eight chap- 
ters, and is an admirable group oi terse, in- 
structive, and amusing essays on matrimonial 
life, from courtship to deatbh—each of which is 
complete in itself. It must, too, have been a 
labor of love, as it is brimming over with anec- 
aotes and references to and extracts from all 
the poets, philoscphers, historians, novelists, 
‘scientists, biographers, etc., who have ever 
written a line or uttered a recorded word on 
celibacy and matrimony, from King Solomon 
to Mohammed and from Mobammed to Edi- 
son. It is consequently most entertaining; and 
is not merely valuable as containing a general 
view of the marriage state, but is full of sug- 
gestions to the uninitiated—and to the initiated, 
too, for that matter. The whole is presented 
in such a manner as to fairly fascinate the 
reader. (Charles Scribner's Sons.)

The prices brought by the late Mrs. Mor- 
gan’s books bave been such as to astonish ail 
acquainted with the real value of most of the 
works. A few sets, extra illustrated no 
doubt justified high prices, but the rate at 
which ordinary standard books sold has been 
far too high, For example, a set of Appleton's 
Cyciopedia, the like of which can be bought 
for $90, brought $137. The price paid fora 
copy ot Spence’s Anecdotes, a book of the 
most insignificant literary value, was pre 
terous. The Rembrandt's works, published by 
Quautin, was cheap at $114 when the original 
price (1,000 francs) is taken as atest, but the 
work can be procured today in the second- 
band stores of Paris for less than half the 
publbing price, and therefore this was no 
great bargain. Walpole’s Compendium for $203 
was another extravagant purchase. The book 
of miniatures, which fetehed $400, was proba- 
bly better worth the money than half the 
books beside were worth the much smaller 
sums they sold for. Competition among buy- 
ers ignorant of the value of books kept the 
prices up, but the truth is that excepting the 
extra illustrated books there are very few in 
the Morgan catalog duplicates of which can- 
not be obtained without going out of New 
Vork for trom 50 to 75 per cent of what they 
brought at this sale.—New York Tribune.

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SCULLY, THE LANDLORD. 
A German Tenant Points Out Some of the 


Tun Trisune published recently the sub- 
Stance of a letter written by Mr. Koehnie, 
William Scully’s agent in Logan County, III. 
to the Anzeiger des Westens of St. Louis, do- 
fending his employer's system. The same pa- 
per now publishes a letter from one of Scully's 
2 tenants, which is in substance as fol- 


Mr. Koebnie has painted the situation too 
brightly. No other landlord is as hard as 
Soully, whose system becomes harder every 
year. If people don’t leave it is because They 
are too poor and don’t know what to do. Their 
small means are mostly invested in buildings, 
and even if they can sell them, ordinarily they 
are behind with their rent and have nothing 
left. Tenants leave every year without pay- 
ing, but it is not so easy, and then the buyer 
of their grain 1s responsible for the back rent. 

The drainage question is not as pleasant as 
Mr. Kochnle describes it. Bight or ten years 
ago Sculiy paid out considerable money for 
drainage, and the tenants who did the work 
were tolerably well paid for it, but whoever 
cut tne ditches bad to obligate himself to clean 
them out every year; if not the work was done 
by the agent at the tenant’s expense. All of 
Scully's land is so wet that nobody would have 


believed, twenty years ago, that it ever could 
have been cultivated. 

The same thing is true of the hedges. The 
tepvant has to plant them and gets from 40 to 
50 cents a rod, but he has to take care of the 
bedges, and it they are in good condition in 
three, four, or five years be gets his money, 
but if there is a gap of two or three feet there 
is a deduction. If the hedge is high enough it 
＋ be trimmed under a penalty of 10 cents 
x 


Every tenant has to plant twenty apple and 


shade trees. Ifthe farmer do well be gets 85 
cents apiece for them in four years, but they 
don’t flourish in these low lands. For the cot- 
tonwoods and elms he gets 25 cents apiece. 
The roads cost tae tenant considerable 
money. The roads and hedges for a five-acre 
lot amount yearly, at 88 rent and 44 cents tax 
an acre, to $17.20. The tenant bas the right to 
use the road, but is obliged to keep it in re- 


pair. 

Scull n’t hun houses at his own er- 
pense use he would not make as much 
money, for it costs to build them and keep 
them in condition, and the tenants could leave 
more easily if they were not owners of these 
improvements, for then Scully would have 
notbing to fail back on for back rent. 

It is true that many tenants have been here 
from ten to fifteen years, but many would 
leave every year if they knew what todo. Itis 
true that many of the tenants are Germans, and 
if Mr. Scully prefers them it is because they work 
best, pay best, hold out the longest, and are most 
patient. The listof tenants which is handed to 
the grain dealers is the sorest point, since it 
makes out all the tenants as scamps. 

According to the Illinois law the rent has to 
be paid first. Then come the other creditors. 
Since the tenant, in nine cases out of ten, has 
no cash, it is no wonder that most of them al- 
ways fall behind band and bave no credit. 
This law, I believe, was due to Mr. Scully 
chiefly, and is a curse to the lant. Things 
didn't use to be so bad formerly as they are 
now. The first tenants paid low rent, broke 
the land, and raised corn for ten years. Corn 
is still our chief product, but the crop is small. 
since the ground is too poor. If we wanted to 
go into cattie-raising, the buying of the cattle 
and the construction of inelosures would take 
too much money. 


ST. PATRICK’S DAY. 


The Hon, W. K. Sullivan’s Response to the 
Toast The Press” at the Irishmen’s Ban- 
quet.. 

At the Irish banquet St. Patrick's eve the 

Hon. W. K. Sullivan of the Journal responded 

to the toast The Press as follows; 


I desire to thank the Irish-American Club for the 
honor they bave conferred in selecting me to re- 
spond on this occasion to the toast of The Press. 
It is not necessary that I should speak to this audi- 
ence about the newspapers of Chicago, with which 
you are all familiar, and I believe you will agree 
with me when I say, without fear of successful 
contradiction, that, take them all in all, morning 
and evening, the papers of Chicago are superior to 
those of any city in this country or in Europe I 
further believe that on behalf of the Irish- American 
Club and the cause which it represents—the free- 
dom of the Irish people-—I may thank the press 
of Chicago for the support which with rare excep- 
tion it has always given to the people of Ireland in 
their struggle for liberty under the leadership of 
Parnell. Without the press, which has informed 
mankind of the terrible wrongs the Irish people 
have suffered for centuries, the genius of Parnell, 
the ability of his lieutenants, and the devotion of 
the Irish people all over the world would have 
failed in the effort to place Ireland in tne position 
she should occupy among the nations of the earth. 
To the Irish press, fettered as it has been, to the 
few papers in England which have been brave 
and generous enough to speak words of encour- 
agement, and above all to the press of America 
which has arrayed public sentiment in this coun- 
try on the side of Ireland, the members of this club 
and the Irish people everywhere owe a debt of 
aratitvde which they may not be able to repay, but 
which they will never forget. Before I conclude 
permit me to say that as an Irish Protestant I sin- 
cerely regret that Protestant clergymen in Ireland 
have been holding meetings apparently for the 
purpose of keeping the Irish people in bond- 
age. 1 have profound respect for 
the clergymen of all denominations, but 
I protest against the Protestant clergym * Ire - 
land assuming to speak for the Protestan pe an de- 
land on political questions. [Loud cheers. 1 
gret to say that their sympathies are not wittrallx 
people. No Bishop or clergyman of the Episco? ln 
faith has authority to count me for England. They 
have lived off the people instead of for them, and 


Catholic feliow-citizens? I have lived among my 
Catholic fellow-citizens in Ireland and America, 
and my experience has been that there was no big- 
otry among them. 80 far as lam concerned those 
who know me know that I have never had religious 
prejudice. Had there been no religi dissensions 
in Lreland the country would have free long 
ago. In fact all of the misery and wo of our race 
have been due to religious{intolerance.<1 thank God 
that the Protestant people of Ireland are no longer 
controlled in their politics by officious clergy who 
would sacrifice freedom to aggrandisze themselves. 
Hands of, gentlemen. Attend to your religious 
duties and permit the people to attend to politica. 
Let the orange lily be 
Thy badge, my patriot brother; 
The everlasting green for me, 
And we for one another.“

bas purchased the famous peachblow vase of 
the Morgan collection, but, as bas been inti- 
mated, he did not pay $18,000 for it. Mr. 
Waiters confided the secret of how he pur- 
chased the vase to an art dealer here, who in 
turn confided in a newspaper reporter, who 
tolls the following: “A few days previous to 
the sale in New York Mr. Walters approached 
the administrators of Mrs. Morgan's es- 
tate and. offered them $10,000 for the 
vase, for which $15,000 had originally 
been paid. The offer was accepted, as it was 
believed that many pieces of art in the col- 
lection would be disposed of at a sacrifice, The 
day of the sale, however, it was put up by me 
auchoneer merely as a matter of formality. 
The bid of $10,000 was offered and before it 
could be knocked down another bid was put 
In. and then another and another, and finally 
$18,000 was offered and the vase was disposed 
of at this figure, the administrators of Mrs. 
Morgan's estate being the purchasers. In order 
to secure possession of the vase for Mr. 
Waiters they had to expend $8,000. The bid
